Toe chem ca' engine, by of which tbe
bullding which fivet (lred was to have its
flames put oul, conslsted of two luﬂ_{l' up-
right cylindera, with valves and sieves belo s,
and hoppera on top. Wu was pumped
into the valves, where it passed Lhrough sulphate
of soda. The water, thus iapregnated, was
thrown b3y the engine in threa streams. At
fifteen minutes to 4 o'clock ove of the buildings
(which were erected at the Iotersection of Sixty-
seventh strect and Third avenue) was fired. In
ten minuies the fames were o utense that the
crowd which had collected to witness the expe-
rim:nt was driven back by them to Lhe opposite
glde of Third avenne. At twelve minules to 4
the chemical (‘IIL‘:iIIU began 1o ll]n_\' upon the
flames in three strecams. lo eleven minubes the
fire was extinguished, the ounly thing lelt to
regret beloyg that some ficgmenwho had gone
among the 1nins too soon were buried beneath
some fallinz timber, and were serlously though
not fataliy hurt, At eighteen minutes past 4
the other Luilding was fired: ot twenty minntes
three streanms of pure water were tarned npon
the flames: and at twenty-clght minutes past 4
the fice woas cntirely out. Croton therefore
